We put together a potential op-ed (draft attached) that will support what the Trump Administration is doing on 
fuel economy through the EPA and DOT. 


This rulemaking by the President strikes me as a good chance for petroleum and biofuels to come together to 
push back on special treatment for EVs. We have some initial interest from Governor Mead of Wyoming on an 
op-ed and thought if he teamed up with Gov. Ricketts it would be a powerful message from the heartland and 
against Califomia-esque vehicle policies.
